Two Bandits Knock Bakery Driver 
I nconscious, Take $80 and Leave 
Man Lying in Road. 


| Employee of Central Hotel Strikes 
Daughter of Proprietor on Head 
With Heavy Iron. 


One of the boldest hold-ups that has 
been perpetrated in this region in a 
long time took place on the Bay 
Shore road about a mile north of I 
South San Francisco Tuesday after-1 
noon, when H. Elgin of 2693 Twenty- j 
second street, San Francisco, a driver! 
employed by the Golden State Baking j 
Company, was beaten by two men and j 
robbed of $80. Elgin was found lying ' 
unconscfous in the road and brought I 
to the South San Francisco Hospital J 
by D. E. Davidson of 144 Santa Cruz ' 
avenue, Menlo Park. After having an 
ugly wound on his head dressed, 
Elgin was able to leave for his home, j 

According to the story told by j 
Elgin, he was driving toward San i 
Francisco about 4:30 in the afternoon' 
when, at a point on the hill a short 
distance north of the S. P. tunnel, he 
was stopped by two men standing by 
a Ford car. The men declared their 
car had stalled, and asked Elgin to 
help them start it. The bakery car 
driver alighted from his machine and 
approached the Ford. As he stooped 
over the engine, one of the men struck 
him on the head with a wrench. Elgin 
fell unconscious in the road. David¬ 
son, who came by shortly afterward, 
found him still there. Within a few 
minutes Elgin regained consciousness, 
and discovered that $80 had been 
taken from his pockets and the two 
men who had asked his help were 
gone. 

Considering that the robbery took 
place on a road where automobiles 
pass every minute or two and that it 
was pulled off in broad daylight and 
at a time when traffic is thickest, the 
boldness of the robbery is almost 
wi.nout precedent in this region. 

Elgin stated that, although he knew 
neither of the men, he was sure he 
would recogize them if he should see 
them again. Naturally neither was 
masked. Both were young and fairly 
well dressed. Local officers and San 
Francisco police, furnished with a 
description of the bandits, are now 
on the lookout for the pair. 


Miss Rose Pala, 17-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Peter Pala, proprietor of the 
Central Hotel, had a narrow escape 
from death Tuesday morning when 
she was attacked without provocation 
or warning by a hotel employee armed 
with a heavy iron bar. The man, 
whose name is Joseph Marchecca, 
struck Miss Pala on the head with 
the bar, but by throwing up her arm 
his intended victim broke the force of 
the blow to such an extent that, al¬ 
though her scalp was badly cut, it is 
believed the wound will not prove 
serious. The girl’s arm was painfully 
bruited. 

What prompted Marchecca to make 
the attack is not known. Miss Pala 
has rot been home much of the time, 
owing to her attending school in San 
Jose. According to her father, March¬ 
ecca seemed to take a violent but 
causeless aversion to the girl. Tues¬ 
day morning, while Miss Pala was 
engaged in housework at the hotel, 
the man suddenly approached her 
with upraised bar. Divining his in¬ 
tentions, the girl screamed and threw 
up her arm, catching the descending 
bar upon it, undoubtedly saving her 
life by so doing. A man driving past, 
whose name was not secured, seeing 
the attack, sprang from his machine 
and seized Marchecca. The girl’s 
screams brought her father and sev¬ 
eral others, and within a few minutes 
City Marshal C. C. Conrad arrived on 
the scene and took the man to the city 
jail. A short time later he was ar¬ 
raigned before Judge E. E. Cunning¬ 
ham on a charge of assault to commit 
murder. In court Marchecca turned 
morose and would make no explana¬ 
tion. Judge Cunningham set his bail 
at $2600, in default of which he was 
taken to the county jail at Redwood 
City. The date for his trial has not 
yet been set. 

It is believed the fellow is de¬ 
mented or was crazed by drugs or 
drink.

rW RULING SAYS REAL BEER 
WINE MAY BE PRESCRIBED 
FOB PATIENTS; BREWERIES TO 
*E*EW OPERATIONS. 


Supervisor John D. Hynes of San 
Francisco wishes his name and repu¬ 
tation kept pure and undefiled. He 
said so himself at the meeting of the 
San Francisco board Monday after¬ 
noon when the endorsement of the 
Peninsula Bureau’s project of getting 
more trains routed over the Dumbar¬ 
ton cutoff came up for consideration. 
Seemingly Mr. Hynes wishes his an¬ 
cient and honorbd cognomen to go 
thundering down the agea as that of 
one member of the board who was 
an exemplar of manly virtues, a pink 
of propriety, a pillar of probity, but— 
it was the concensus of opinion among 
his hearers Monday that the ambitious 
official took peculiar methods to make 
such sublime mark on history's pages. 

Mr. Hynes expressed his laudable 
desire when PhR Thompson appeared, 
at the invitation of the board, to ex¬ 
plain to the members the plan the 
Peninsula Bure&u has of re-routing 
many Southern Pacific trains from 
Interior California points up the 
peninsula into San Francisco, instead 
of by way-of Oakland and across the 
ferry. As Mr. Thompson stepped 
forward to display his charts and 
make the desired explanation, Mr. 
Hjjnes burst forth, demanding that be¬ 
fore the board listened to Thompson, 
he (Thompson) be required to make 
an apology for certain criticism of 
the board he had expressed at the 
time of the recall of two police judges 
about a year ago. 

"I have no apology and no retrac¬ 
tion to make,’’ replied Mr. Thompson. 
The exhibition that followed was de¬ 
clared by spectators to have been 
worth $6 a ringside seat. For nearly 
three hours verbal fireworks were in¬ 
dulged in by the various board mem¬ 
bers, a great majority of whom were 
favorable to hearing Mr. Thompson 
out. During the discussion Thomp¬ 
son calmly folded his charts and 
walked out. In a measure that so¬ 
bered the board members, and they 
ended by endorsing the project and 
also instructing their committee on 
public improvements to send an in¬ 
vitation to Mr. Thompson to appear 
before them later and explain the 
project more fully. 

This denouement was not attained, 
however, before a staunch supporter 
of Mr. Thompson and the peninsula 
project in the person of Judge E. E. 
Cunningham of South San Francisco 
had expresBe'd his views of the show 
staged and the treatment extended to 
Thompson, with a fire that Judge 
Cunningham is noted for. 

"This is a scandalous exhibition!’’ 
the white-haired Civil War veteran 
declared vehemently. “Mr. Thompson 
is here at your invitation, not in his 
capacity as president of the Civic 
League, but as a member of the South 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
and of the Peninsula Bureau. He can 
explain this project to you as no other 
man can, and common courtesy should 
have dictated a civil hearing for him. 
This project is one that has the sup¬ 
port, not only of Mr. Thompson, but 
of every Chamber of Commerce and 
civic body in San Mateo county." 

Judge Cunningham then explained 
the object of the Peninsula Bureau 
and the projects it had in view. 
Daniel C. Imboden, secretary of the 
iBureau, also took the floor and ex¬ 
plained the Bureau, its work and the 
plan to re-route trains by way of 
Dumbarton into San Francisco. 

During the entertainment Super¬ 
vise Hynes declared, in answer to 
Supervisor Wolf’s demand as to what 
he was trying to do with the meeting, 
that he was willing to turn It into a 
Donnybrook Fair. The show closed 
by the board’s endorsing the project. 

It was expected that representatives 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Com¬ 
pany and of the city of Oakland would 
appear to oppose the change in train 
service, but if they were present they 
thought best not to mingle in the 
fray, for nothing was heard from 
l them.

They state 
hat a doctor may prescribe such 
beverages, strictly for medicinal pur- 
poees. in quantities up to one case for 
beer, ale, porter, or similar malt 
liquors, and up to two quarts of wine. 
The regulations, however, do not dis¬ 
play too great an amount of sympathy 
lor the person lying ill unto death 
ud suffering from great thirst, as 
they stipulate that no person already 
enjoying the fruits of a beer prescrip¬ 
tion may secure one for wine, or vice 
venn. In other words, it would seem 
to be the belief of the prohibition 
authorities that if the one beverage 
cannot save the life of the sufferer, 
the other cannot. The inference Is, 
niso, that a mixture of the drinks 
might prove altogether fatal. Pre¬ 
scriptions must be filled by a licensed 
druggist. 

A wave of invalidism is now ex¬ 
pected throughout the land and a 
grent increase in the profits of the 
practice of medicine. 

Too great rejoicing would seem, 
nevertheless, to be in a measure pre¬ 
mature, as Mr. Mitchell has issued a 
little manifesto of his own to the ef¬ 
fect that persons caught imbibing 
ipirituous liquors in a public place 
*ill be arrested together with the 
keeper of the establishment. For¬ 
merly he who imbibed got ofT easily, 
*hile the dispenser of the liquid was 
Wed to the hoosgow. The patron

ORGANIZED AT SCHOOL 


Once more the South San Francisco 
high school has come to the fore as 
being the first high school of the 
county to put into effect the latest 
Ideas in educational work. This time 
it Is the establishment among the 
junior high school students of an or¬ 
ganization to be known as the Junior 
Republic. This is an idea that has 
been tried out and found most suc¬ 
cessful in some of the larger seats of 
learning. The object of the organiza¬ 
tion is to instill into the young stu¬ 
dents a clearer idea of the principles 
of American government, and at the 
same time to teach civics and high 
ideals of citizenship.

JETTIES OF MISSISSIPPI 

A LTHOUGH tlie “Father of Waters” 
has several mouths, none of them 
provided a satisfactory channel for 
the never-ending procession of steam¬ 
ers which carry millions of tons of 
commerce (one item of which, dur¬ 
ing a recent year, was 15,728,144 
hunches of bananas) from the ports of 
the world to and from the port of 
New Orleans. 

The westernmost one of these 
mouths is known as Southwest pass. 
It is about 15 miles long, of Irregular 
width, had a tidal variation of from 
16 to 28 inches, was influenced by 
floods and obstructed by a submerged 
sand-bar over which the water was 
only nine feet deep. 

Notwithstanding these handicaps, 
army engineers considered it the beet 
route and set about to force the river 
to run as they thought it should. 
They planned to dig and build a chan¬ 
nel 1,000 feet wide and 35-feet deep 
through this pass, so that the biggest 
ships could steam right up the river 
and anchor off New Orleans. 

They dredged the head of the pass 
for 3% miles to give It the necessary 
width, closed a number of outlets to 
conserve the flow, built "sills" to pre¬ 
vent the outlets to the river above 
the mouth from enlarging; dredger! 
away the sand-bar (removing the 
equivalent of 35,000,000 wagon loads 
of sand and mud), constructed Jetties 
more than 20,000 feet long to protect 
this dredged channel and built spur 
dikes as necessary. 

Southwest pass now satisfactorily 
performs the work which falls to the 
lot of the official mouth of America's 
greatest river.
